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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of amendments filed on 9/18/2003. 

2. New claims 22-25 were presented. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 22-25 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, Hollenberg cited by the examiner, taken alone or in combination with any other 
references fails to teach a wireless terminal transceiver for transmitting over a wireless medium 
and wherein the terminal receiver being physically separate units, and that to initiate 
transmission of the data signal, the terminal and the terminal receiver are physically connected 
together as argued by the applicant (See page 4, first paragraph pf applicant's arguments). These 
limitations in conjunction with other limitations in the claimed invention were not shown by the 
prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
